911  Confusion  Traffic/Parking  Changes 


Over  the  July  4th  holiday,  Glen  Park  was 
the  focus  of  a  major  911  inquiry.     Four  of 
our  neighbors  on  Diamond  Street,  whose 
homes  abut  the  park,  called  911  to  report 
a  grass  fire.     The  Fire  Department  never 
arrived.     (Fortunately,  the  neighbors  were 
able  to  extinguish  the  blaze  by  themselves.) 
The  failure  was  traced  to  human  error, 
both  caller  and  dispatcher;  the  SFFD  was 
blameless . 

The  situation,  however,  raised  many 
questions  about  911  workings  and  potential 
problems.     A  911  supervisor.  Officer  Janet 
Lacompagne,  has  offered  to  give  a  tour  of 
the  911  facility  and  to  answer  any  ques- 
tions.    If  you  would  like  to  take  the  tour, 
do  NOT  call  911  or  Officer  Lacompagne. 
Call  Marcia  DeHart,  GPA  Citizen  Safety 
Chair,  and  we  will  set  up  a  convenient  day 
and  time  for  us  all. 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  currently 
is  involved  in  two  projects  for  Glen  Park. 
A  'No  Parking'  sign  is  being  placed  in  the 
Arlington  triangle  lot  lo  cated  in  the  200 
block  of  Arlington  Street.     This  is  City- 
owned  land  and  cars  parked  there  will  be 
ticketed  and  towed.     Installation  of  the 
sign  is  imminent,  so  save  the  aggravation 
and  cost  of  a  ticket  and  don't  park  there 
any  more. 

DPW  has  also  recommended  a  'No  U-turn' 
sign  for  motorists  heading  west  on  Bos- 
worth  Street  at  the  Diamond  Street  inter- 
section.    This  should  help  ease  the  rush 
hour  traffic  flow  at  this  busy  corner. 
After  installation  of  the  sign,  u-turns 
may  be  made  at  Bosworth  and  Lippard  Streets. 
Many  thanks  to  Jacob  Koff  for  his  work  with 
DPW  on  this  project.

If  you've  ever  wondered  about  the  plants 
and  ecology  of  Glen  Canyon  Park,  now  you 
can  learn  about  them  while  you  walk  — 
thanks  to  Nat  Stookey. 

In  meeting  the  requirements  f6r  Eagle 
Scout  rank,  Nat  undertook  the  formidable 
task  of  planning  and  building  a  self-guid- 
ing Nature  Trail  through  the  Glen  Canyon 
Park.     The  loop  tour  begins  and  ends  at 
Silver  Tree  Camp  and  winds  through  the 
northern  undeveloped  area  of  the  canyon. 
Pick  up  a  copy  of  the  tour,  complete  with 
map  and  descriptions  of  the  plant  life,  at 
the  Recreation  Center  office.     GPA  members 
will  find  a  copy  of  the  brochure  with  the 
News .    (Another  membership  benefit!) 

All  the  planning,  organizing  and  actual 
construction  were  done  by  Nat  and  his  fel- 
low Scouts  of  Troop  114,  with  a  little 
help  from  their  friends.     Alas,  vandalism 
has  already  been  committed  against  Some  of 
the  markers.     Work  is  now  underway  to  cor- 
rect the  damage.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
once  vandals  see  that  Park  users  intend  to 
care  for  the  trail,  their  destruction  will 
cease.     The  Glen  Park  neighborhood,  on  be- 
half of  all  the  people  who  enjoy  the  can- 
yon, thanks  Nat  and  his  helpers  for  this 
significant  contribution  to  oiir:  unique 
Glen  Park  treasure.

Community  Boards 


Is  a  barking  dog  driving  you  crazy?  Do  the 
people  next  door  have  six  cars,  one  of 
which  routinely  blocks  your  driveway?  Is 
a  landlord  slow  to  make  repairs?  Don't 
shoot  the  dog,  key  the  cars,  or  trash  your 
living  space.     Call  Community  Boards. 

Community  Boards  trains  volunteers  to 
mediate  disputes.  A  panel  convenes  the 
two  conflicting  parties;  listens  to  both 
sides;  explores  difficulties;  uncovers 
mutual  interests — and  eventually  helps  the 
previously  warring  parties  come  to  a  las- 
ting agreement. 

This  privately-funded  group's  methods 
work.  In  fact,  NASA  representatives  will 
be  taking  the  training  to  learn  how  to 
solve  difficult  problems  aggravated  by  the 
close  confines  and  lack  of  privacy  during 
long-term  space  missions. 

You  may  not  need  their  help,  but  if  you'd 
like  to  become  a  part  of  their  program 
you'll  find  it  is  very  rewarding  volunteer 
work.  The  26-hour  training,  held  on 
evenings  and  weekends,  teaches  skills 
you'll  use  in  a  thousand  different  life 
areas.  Community  Boards  then  asks  only 
four  hours  a  month  from  you — four  hours  of 
helping  people  get  together.  Volunteers 
will  gain  a  feeling  of  helping  to  keep  San 
Francisco  a  great  place  to  live. 

If  you  have  a  neighborhood  problem,  or  if 
you'd  like  more  information  about  the 
program,  call  the  local  Church  Street 
office  at  821-2470.  A  new  training  series 
begins  August  17th,  so  call  today. 


Park  Clean-Up 


This  summer,  the  San  Francisco  Conser- 
vation Corps  has  performed  much-needed 
work  in  Glen  Canyon  Park.     The  path  from 
McAteer  High  School  to  the  Silver  Tree: 
Camp  building  has  been  reestablished,  and 
vegetation  along  the  creek  is  being 
cleaned  out  and  cleared  away. 

Further  improvements  scheduled  include 
continued  clearing  of  the  creek  bed  and 
banks,  upgrading  the  children's  play 
structure,  and  building  a  stairway  along 
the  Sussex  Street  entry  to  the  park. 
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Auto  Shop 

Action  Alternative 

In  the  summer  News,  we  told  you  three 
ways  to  shut  down  illegal  auto  repair  shops. 
Here  is  another  way  to  deal  with  these  haz- 
ards to  your  safety  and  peace.     Contact  the 
State  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs,  Bureau  of 
Auto  Repair.     Their  number  is  800-952-5210. 
The  primary  function  of  this  office  is  to 
investigate  auto  repair  ripoffs,  but  they 
also  monitor  auto  shop  licensing. 

Within  two  weeks,   they  will  send  an  in- 
spector who  has  the  authority  to  shut  down 
the  shop  until  proper  forms  are  filed  and 
the  $100/year  licensing  fee  is  paid.  When 
you  call,  be  sure  to  include  information 
such  as  the  hours  the  shop  operates,  the 
nature  of  the  shop,  and  the  complete  ad- 
dress. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ingleside  Police 
Community  Relations  forum.  Supervisor  Hon- 
gisto  has  asked  the  City  Attorney  to  draft 
an  ordinance  to  deal  directly  with  illegal 
auto  repair  shops.     Currently,  the  police 
need  an  order  from  the  city  Planning  & 
Zoning  Department  (a  low  priority  within 
that  department)  before  they  can  cite  the 
shop  for  a  violation.     The  proposed  ordin- 


ance would  eliminate  the  need  for  Planning 
Department  involvement. 

The  ordinance  will  soon  come  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.     If  you  have  an  in- 
terest, pro  or  con,   in  this  ordinance, 
contact  the  Supervisors  NOW.

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Abandoned  Cars  ? 


Project  SAFE  Works! 


Many  residents  have  asked  why  the  police 
don't  tow  more  cars.     Here  is  what  it  takes 
to  get  a  car  towed.     First,  the  vehicle 
must  be  certified  'abandoned';  in  general, 
five  tickets  constitute  abandonment.  Then 
a  towing  notice  must  be  placed  on  the  car. 
If  the  vehicle  is  moved  —  even  pushed  — 
6  feet  within  3  days,  the  vehicle  is  no 
longer  considered  abandoned  and  cannot  be 
towed . 

Within  the  entire  Ingleside  Police  Dis- 
trict (roughly  bounded  by  Army  Street,  101, 
Cow  Palace/Daly  City  BART  station  and  19th 
Avenue) ,  about  700  towing  notices  are 
placed  per  month.     Approximately  110  vehi- 
cles are  not  moved  6  feet  and  can  be  towed. 
The  district,  however,  is  allotted  only  96 
spaces  per  month  at  Bayview  Towing,  the 
city  tow  contractor's  lot. 

There  is  one  more  additional  complica- 
tion for  the  future.     The  State,  which 
holds  the  lease  on  the  Bayview  Towing  lot, 
is  raising  Bayview' s  rent  from  $2600  to 
$13,500  a  month.     Bayview  claims  they  can- 
not stay  in  business  under  those  circum- 
stances.    If  Bayview  shuts  down,  the  city 
will  have  no  place  for  towed  vehicles.  So 
our  96  cars/month  will  remain  on  the  street. 
We  will  report  developments  in  this  situa- 
tion as  they  occur. 


Remember  the  proverb:  If  I  give  a  man  a 
fish,  he  eats  one  meal.     If  I  teach  him  to 
fish,  he  eats  for  a  lifetime.  Project 
SAFE  is  a  teach-him-to-f ish  kind  of  pro- 
gram that  more  than  pays  for  itself.  To- 
day, all  non-personnel  funding  within  the 
Police  Department  is  in  jeopardy.  SAFE, 
with  an  annual  budget  of  $315K,  is  one 
group  whose  funds  may  be  cut. 

If  your  block  has  been  organized,  you 
know  how  important  this  program  is.  It 
was  a  SAFE  block  in  the  Marina  that  led  to 
the  capture  of  the  Night  Stalker  suspect. 
If  you  believe  this  program  is  worth  sav- 
ing, write  Supervisors  Hongisto,  Walker 
and  Renne,  and  send  a  copy  to  the  Mayor, 
Police  Chief  and  Project  SAFE.
